OR the greater part of last 
your Europe was engaged 
upon what Monsieur Duhamel 
has aptly described in a recent 
book as “the White War of 
1938", The Axis objectives of 
last autumn, like the objectives 
of last spring and the objectives 
of this March, were all of them 
strategic. This is now no- 
where in dispute. The entry of 
German troops into Prague two 
months ago brought final con- 
viction even to the. most reluc- 
tant. Bismarck once spoke of 
Bohemia as “a fortress erected 
by God in the very heart of 
Burope.” That fortress has now 
been effectively reduced, but 
the circumstances of its fall 
have brought about a revolution 
in British foreign policy. 


The spectacle of successive 
nets oof aggression enrried 
through in violation of agree- 
ments recently entered into has 
had its inevitable consequence, 
The British people are now 
United in a determination — to 
join with other peace-loving na- 
tions, wherever they may be 
found and whatever their poli- 
tical complexion, in resistance 
of further acts of aggression. 
However this policy may. be 
christened, it is in fact an effort 
to recreate a system of collec- 
tive security. Conscious that the 
repeated and eynical disregard 
of every artielg. of good faith 
bas brought. us to the very brink 
of war, we seek to reverse the 
process and to cry halt to the 
practice of gangster methods 
between nations, and ,thus to

must.do. Those who have re- 
fused to live with other nations 
on this community basis have 
thereby © excluded themselves. 
Nobody wanted them to go, but 
the remaining nations are there- 
by compelled to combine to pro- 
tect the collective intercst, 
which is not merely, nor even 
principally, a material posses- 
sion but the maintenance of 
certain international- standards 
| which alone distinguish civilisn- 
tion from anarchy.

HE first and in a way the big- 
gest change jis going to be 
the change in the proportion of 
old and young people. During 
the last fifty yenra the infant mor- 
tality, and In fact the denth-rate 
at atl nges except the oldest, has 
been stoadily {olling. 

Mednwhile --the +birth-rate has 
boert falling with equal atendiness, 
This means thut for every thou- 
sand people in Britain fewer child- 
ren have been born, but those that 
’ have been born have on the aver- 
age Hved longer. 

We are just beginning to renp 
the harvest of this change. The 
lowored birth-rate of the last gen- 
eration has meant a amalier pro- 
portion of people of marringeable 
age in this gencration; and they 
in their turn nre going to have 
fewer children than their parents, 
but aro going to live longer. 

Put rather crudely, this means 
that in every thousand people of 
the coming genoration there will 
be about half as many young 
children and twice ab many old 
people as in tho generation before, 
‘This is going to have a big of- 
fect on everyday life, especially 
as the old people are on the whole 
going to be healthier than old 
people used to be. For at the sama 
timo thero is a marked tendency 
to make people retire from work at 
a definite age, instead of expcct- 
ing them to go on In business till 
the end, ; 

So we shall get a Jurge crop of 
people without a regular job! and 
yet still with a good deal of phy- 
sical and mental energy. 

This is going tv increase - the 
problema of leisure, For lelsure ix 
already becoming a problem, Even 
with an eight-hour day a man has 
a fair amount of leisure; and both 
economic and political forces are 
tending to cut down working 
hours still further, so liberating 
more time and more energy for 
leisure. 

And this does not apply only to 


wage-curners: with real sabouis 
saving houses the housewife, too, 
will have time hanging unfami- 
liarly on her hands, 

What will the world do with its 
new-found Ielsure, bestowed on 
it by machines and good organi- 
sation, and, in the case of the old, 
by medical sclence? 

Just rushing from place to 
place or from amusement to 
amusement will not continue to 
satisfy, Most men and women like 
doing something constructive; and 
the more lefsure they have, the 
less casy will it be to be content 
with mere idleness or mere amuse- 
ment. 

I do not pretend to be‘able to 
prophecy what people will turn 
to, what organisations will spring 
up to help them use their spare 
time, but 1 am sure that the pro- 
biem of leisure will grow more 
and more insistent. 

In addition to the poupulation 
coming to consist of more old 
people and fewer children, It 
will do something elso which will 
have a big effect on everyday life. 

It will begin actually to go 
down in numbers. 


This again is an offect of the 
fall in the birth-rate. Peoplo have 
been living longer; but they havo 
to dle some time. 

And meanwhile, with the  re- 
duction in the numbers of young- 
er people, the new crop of men 
and women of marriageablo age 
is much smaller now than in the 
last generation, so that even with- 
out any further fal! in the birth- 
rate the actual number of child- 
ren born will decrease. 5 

All thoge who have given the 
mutter attention agree that the 
population, of Great Britain will 
begin to go down; and, once the 
process has begun, it may well 
continue quite rapidly. 

This will mean « great deal.

They may, of course, bring 
about a change by reaction, and 
produce a wave of puritanism and
